and Pine Top, in the county of King William, and my land in the 
county of King & Queen, and all the stock upon the several planta- 
tions as soon as the said marriage shall take effect. And at my 
death I promise to give to my said son forty slaves more — half of 
them workers. I agree to build for my son as soon as possible a 
convenient dwelling house upon the tract of land in the county of 
King William. 

Given under my hand this twenty-sixth day of May, 1757.

She 
was also distinguished by piety towards God, charity to the poor, 
and kindness to all. She died on the 6th day of October, 1706, in 
the 49th year of her age.
